(1) Purswe the acquisition of that portion of Cow Island known as "Camp 
‘{dlewila",. The property has approximately 200 acras and 16,000 feet 
(3 miles) of shoreline. Expand the family camping of Sandy onto that 
island through a development program not too dissimiliar from that 
used at Sandy in the past (cabin sponsorships, that include propor 
- tional costs -of renovations and construction of facilities, etc.). 


Although the asking price is $990,000.00, tha island can probably be. 
purchased for an amount between $500,000 and $750,000, especially with 
the tax advantage of selling to the non-profit YMCA. Such an acquisie 
tion would preserve the last large portion of lake property for. "public" 
use by "average" citizens, since the major portion of Lake property is 
privately omed. Eventually, the island would provide ample space for 
two Sandy-like operations. 


Facilities include 80+ buildings, a small golf course, four clay Sonnts 
courts, a large dining hall, four medium-sized buildings (infirmary, 
game room, etc.), staff residences, and central lavatories. All are ex~ 

tremely run«down and in need of extensive repairs; most are salvabie, 

howgver the land is the greatest asset for development.
